Duty on Half Pearls. 


Treasury Department to Collect 60 | 

Cent. Until the Question is Settley 

It became definitely known, last 
that half pearls will pay a duty of 60 
cent., until further notice, or until the 
cision of the Board of Classification of 
United States General Appraisers, m 
tioned in Tme CrrcuLAR-WEEKLY, May 
shall be reversed by the United St 
courts. 

It will be remembered that this deci 
was handed down in the protest of Rud. C 
Hahn & Co. against an assessment 
per cent. on half pearls, which were clas 
fied as non-enumerated manufactured 
ticles, under Section 6 of the Tariff Act 
Che importers claimed that the pearis 
should be assessed by “similitude” 
“pearls in their natural state,” under par 
igraph 436 of the same act. The Board in 
a long opinion which was published in full 
at the time decided that the articles wer: 
properly dutiable by similitude at 60 per 
cent., under Section 434 providing for jew 
elry, although they affirmed the ruling of 
the Collector, assessing 20 per cent. 

Since this decision an effort has been 
made to have the Treasury Departmen 
continue to collect the 20 per cent., which 
the Collector originally contended the goods 
should pay, until the question has been fin 
ally decided by the courts. In this con 
nection Albert Comstock, who was counsel 
for the importers in the case, sent the fol 
lowing letter to the Secretary of the Treas 
ury 

June 3, 1902 
Hon. Secretary of the Treasury, Washington,

Sir—On the 24th ult., the Board of Appraisers 
rendered an adverse decision on a protest in the 
name of Rud. C. Hahn, as to the duty on split 
or half pearls. See T. D. 238750—G. A. 5148 
Duty had been assessed at 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
as upon unenumerated articles, and the importer’s 
claim was that only 10 per cent. should have been 
charged, by reason of the similitude (identity) of 
material with pearls in their natural state. While 
overuling this claim and affirming the decision 
of the Collector, the Board placed its action upon 
the ground that half pearls were dutiable by 
similitude to pearls set or strung, at 60 per cent 
ad valorem. 

From this decision an appeal was immediately 
taken by me as attorney for Hahn, and the ques 
tion involved in the protest will as promptly as 
practicable be brought up for review in the United 
States Circuit Court. But pending such review, 
my clients are solicitous lest there should be a 
change of practice upon current entries of these 
goods, and duties be exacted on them at 60 per 
cent. pursuant to the reasoning of the Board's de 
cision. It would seem that the fact of any de 
cision having been appealed from should rea 
sonably prevent a change of practice by the Col 
lector, as well where the suggestion for such change 
would be from a lower to a higher rate, as where 
the decision appealed from had sustained a claim 
for a reduction in the rate of duty. I do not find 
however, that the general instructions printed at 
the head of each weekly pamphlet of decisions, pre 
cisely covers such a case, and I have therefore to 
request, for the general comfort and convenience 
of all concerned, that you will direct Collectors to 
continue to exact duty on half pearls at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, only, pending the outcome o! 
Hahn’s appeal. I recall that precisely such action 
was taken after the United States Court had de 
cided, in Tiffany’s case, that drilled pearls were 
more properly dutiable at 60 per cent. by simili 
tude to strung pearls than at either 20 per cent. as 
formerly assessed or at 10 per cent. as claimed by 
Tiffany, and from that time to when it was finally 
decided that. drilled pearls were legally dutiable at 
10 per cent. only, duties continued to be exacted, 
under such instructions from your Department, at 
20 per cent. 

If further reasons were needed for issuance of

All work guaranteed. ~~ pebegen eqtadeebci 1 > rere 

enna nn a nn Guatemala a Good Market for Articles 





of American Manufacture. 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 4.—In a report 
just received here Consul-General James 
C. McNally says: 

The opportunity for the introduction of Amer- 
ican goods into Guatemala was never so good as 
at present. Our shoes and haberdashery are 
constantly in demand, while other articles of 
United States manufacture are sought The 
business houses here, while partially yielding to 
these incessant demands, say that the conditions 
imposed by United States firms will not permit 
them to handle American goods exclusively, 
although they freely acknowledge their superi 
ority A general complaint is that American 
houses will not send representatives to show their 
goods. 

The catalogue or circular system of adver 
tising does not appeal to the dealers of Guatemala 
unless the goods be already known. I have no 
doubt that an actual display of American goods 
would win an order where a catalogue or other 
printed advertisement would not be noticed.

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System at Public Stores Blamed fc- 
Theft of Precious Stones. 


The attention of Collector Stranahan, 
New York, has been called to the disagr: 
able features in the present system of ca: 
ing goods to and from the Public Stor: 
As the result of the system now in vog 
R. F. Lang claims that there is conside: 
able loss by theft to merchants and that 
believes something should be done to pr 
vent if. 

In a letter to Collector Stranahan Mi 
Lang said, among other things: “In th: 
interest of justice and fair dealing I| beg 
to call your attention to the system now 
employed in the delivery of goods from th: 
Public Stores after they have been passed 
by the Appraiser, which results in serious 
loss to merchants and those whom they em 
ploy to receive goods from the Publi 
Stores. In one particular instance, G. G 
202, ex. steamer Katser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
from Bremen, one case of precious ston 
valued at $600, was consigned to me and 
was stolen from the platform of the Public 
Stores, Saturday afternoon, May 19. Under 
the present system, the truckman handing 
his delivery order to the delivery clerk 
compelled to sign for the goods and then 
await their coming out, which, in some in 
stances, means hours of delay. When the 
goods do come out they are dumped on the 
platform for any one to take, should the 
rightful owner happen to have his back turn 
ed. The excuse given for the present sys 
tem is that the Deputy Collector of the 
Public Stores is short of men and for this 
reason has withdrawn the watchman form 
erly employed at each door on the delivery 
platform. The Government having posses- 
sion of the goods by right of law should 
employ such means as would absolutely 
guarantee the return of the goods to the 
proper owner, after they are passed by the 
appraising force. Throwing them out «on 
the public platform, where hundreds of 
truckmen and self constituted loafers, some 
of whom have no permanent address, are 
loading trucks, in my opinion, is certainly 
not employing such means as to guarantee 
proper delivery. I trust you will investi 
gate the matter and afford relief.” 

The letter was shown to Deputy Collec 
tor Swords, of the Public Stores, and he 
declared the statement made by Mr. Lang 
almost wholly false. He said the Govern- 
ment was not short of men and that watch- 
men were always at their post at the vari- 
ous delivery doors and that, in this par- 
ticular instance, the package containing the 
stones Mr. Lang claimed he lost was being 
watched by a special watchman hired by 
Mr. Lang. “Even if this were not so,” said 
Deputy Collector Swords, “the Government 
is not responsible for any goods after they 
are thrown out on the delivery platform.

It is also alleged that Kahn intended to 
employ the money which he had borrowed 
to purchase real estate and the plaintiffs re- 
fer to the purchase by Kahn of property in 
127th St., and also of property in W. 14th 
St., for which, they assert, he paid $40,000 

the exact amount he is said to have bor- 
rowed from the bank, over and above en 
cumbrances. 

It is further declared that Kahn and his 
wife, Minnie M. Kahn, transferred all the 
property to the Trinity Realty Co., receiv- 
ing certificates of stock of the company of a 
par value of $100,000, practically all the 
capital stock of the company, which was is- 
sued in the name of his wife. 

The plaintiffs further charge that they 
have never received any money for the dia 
monds which they delivered to Kahn, and 
that the object of their action is to have 
the sale of the diamonds rescinded ; to have 
it decreed that the Trinity Realty Co. hold 
possession of real estate received through 
Kahn, in trust for their benefit; that a re- 
ceiver of the property be appointed and the 
property sold and that out of the proceeds 
their claims be paid. Lis pendens for the 
amounts of Jac. Kryn & Wouters Bros.’ 
claims were filed against real estate owned 
by Kahn. 

There are said to be several other actions 
about to be begun against Kahn, but no 
complaints had been filed up to yesterday.

The plaintiff 
alleges that after he paid the first month’s 
rent in advance and bought out the jewelry 
of the defendant the circulars were printed, 
but the defendant refused to pay his share 
of the cost. The complaint also alleges 
that Jablonsky purchased a new stock of 
jewelry and proceeded to continue selling 
jewelry on his own account. Damages for 
breach of contract are asked for. 


Smuggled Jewelry : Turned Over to 
Canadian Authorities. 

MONTREAL, June 7.—Louis Henry, whose 
smuggling of jewelry into Canada has been 
already reported, has abandoned the jew- 
elry and has given information to the Cus- 
toms authorities of Montreal as to where it 
was to be found. 

Henry, or Henri, is an old country 
Frenchman and has been residing in Mont- 
real about a year. He conducted a busi- 





ness on Notre Dame St. and sold goods to 
peddlers, but did most of his trade with 
private individuals. It is shown that he 
brought about $7,000 worth of jewelry and 
diamonds to New York, where he had to 
pay duty on them. Being unable to realize 
upon the articles there he smuggled them 
into Canada and secured a loan on part, 

About $3,000 worth were found in pawn 
and other parts of the consignment -were 
found in private hands. The most impor- 
tant feature of the case is that it will lead 
to a change in the system of examining bag- 
gage at Montreal, the United States system 
being adopted. 

Under the new system officers will be 
stationed at New York, Boston and other 
centers and all baggage not voluntarily sub- 
mitted for examination will be detained at 
the frontier.

dition of trade 
continues to improve 
and the prospects for 
an increase in business, at least as far as 
jewelers are concerned, are better than they 
have been for over a month. Reports from 
the jewelry centers, especially New York 
and Providence, show satisfactory gains, 
while the reports from the jobbing centers 
all over the country are encouraging. 

Retail jewelers, and more particularly 
those whose trade comes from agricultural 
communities, have every reason to expect 
good business, as the situation in the agri- 
cultural world is much brighter than in 
general industrial lines, the coal strike still 
acting as a somewhat depressing influence 
on the latter. 

In the course of a careful analysis of the 
situation, Bradstrect’s says: 

Crop Prospects taken as a whole are really bril- 
liant, railroad earnings are enormous despite the 
small grain tonnage, bank clearings are quite 
heavy notwithstanding the speculative dulness, 
and failures are fewer in number than in recently 
preceding years. The ending of the Boer war, it 
is also thought, will have a tendency to stimu- 
late export business in manufactures, though in- 
terfering with trade in horses, mules and other 
articles of export. On the other hand, the indus- 
trial situation, though improved by the ending of 
blast-furnace and teamsters’ strikes, is still a de- 
pressing one owing to the prospect of the anthra- 
cite coal strike proving a long and bitter one.

OMMERCIAL 
failures for May 

just past, according 
to Dun’s Review, 
numbered 1,080, involving liabilities of 
$9,109,840. Manufacturing suspensions were 
284 in number, and $3,993,934 in amount; 
trading bankruptcies numbered 735, for $3,- 
952,540, and there were 61 other commercial 
failures, not properly included in either of 
the two principal classes, which involved 
liabilities of $1,163,366. In the correspond- 
ing month, last year, there were 873 de- 
faults for $7,990,423, showing a considerable 
increase this year, both in number and 
amount of liabilities. The figures for the 
jewelry trade in a classified table published 
by this magazine show that during last

month there were 16 failures, with liabilities 
aggregating $264,307, an average of $16,519 
Eliminating the one large failure of the 
month where the liabilities reached two- 
thirds of this total, the showing is not a 
bad one. 

The jewelry failures for May in previous 
years are given as follows: 1901, 11 failures, 
with liabilities of $125,796; 1900, 15 failures, 
with liabilities of $71,235; 1899, three fail- 
ures, with liabilities of $12,500, and 1898, 16 
failures, with liabilities of $328,271.

cent. duty on these articles until the ques- 
tion as to the duty is finally settled in the 
courts. 

The Department had, heretofore, contend- 
ed that the articles were dutiable at 20 per 
cent. as non-enumerated manufactured arti- 
cles and the decision of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers reported May 28, over- 
ruling the importers’ contention that the 
goods were dutiable at 10 per cent., laid 
down the dictum that half pearls should 
properly pay 60 per cent. 

Although no special instructions have 
been issued to Collectors on the subject, it 
seems that these officers at once adopted the 
Board’s view and Secretary Shaw, when 
asked to make no change until the appeal 
of the importers was decided, positively re- 
fused to do so. It is evidently the intention 
of the Treasury Department to take no 
chances, and while the question is in doubt, 
to assess the highest rate possible until the 
duty is definitely settled in the courts. 

It is almost safe to predict that until the 
present 60 per cent, duty is changed either 
by the courts, on appeal, or by an amend- 
ment to the Tariff Act, there will be a 
material decrease in the importation of half 
pearls into this country through regular 
channels.

Death of Walter Allen Galt. 

Wasuincton, D. C., June 9.—Walter Al- 
len Galt, the son of the late Matthew W. 
Galt, a retired member of the well known 
firm of Galt & Bro. 1107 Pennsylvania 
Ave., this city, died suddenly, yesterday af 
ternoon, of heart disease. He was 46 
years old. 

Mr. Galt’s grandfather was the founder 
of the jewelry establishment that has long 
been patronized by the social set of Wash- 
ington and which, after the elder Mr. Galt’s 
death, was carried on by his brothers. 

Walter Allen Galt retired from business 
several years ago and took up his residence 
in Keswick, Va. He was much devoted to 
the property which he bought there and it 
was with difficulty that he could be induced 
to leave it to return the visits of his many 
friends in this city. He left Keswick about 
five days ago, apparently in the best of 
health, but on the train he learned of the 
death of a very dear classmate and friend 
and was deeply affected. 

As late as Wednesday afternoon he was 
seen in the store on Pennsylvania Ave., 
chatting with many of his old time friends 
and customers. Even then, however, he 
complained of a slight indisposition, which 
developed rapidly, compelling him to take 
to his bed that night. In spite of all the 
physicians could do he sank rapidly and 
passed away yesterday afternoon. 

He leaves a widow, two sons and a 
daughter. He is also survived by a sister, 
Mrs. Reginald Fendall, and his two broth- 
ers, Norman and Stirling Galt. 

Mr. Galt was born in this city in 1850. 
He was educated at the Emerson Institute 
and wes graduated with honors; later grad- 
uating from Princeton, with the class of 
1878. While at college he took an active 
part in athletics and obtained a high rank in 
scholarship. After graduating he returned 
to this city and entered into active partner- 
ship with his brothers in the management of 
the jewelry store.

German Jewelers’ Association. 


RECENTLY published extract from 
report of the Creditoren-V erein 
(German manufacturing jewelers’ associa 
tion) shows what has been done by it, dur 
ing the seven years it has existed, for the 
benefit of its members. Its objects are to 
protect against doubtful customers, to tak: 
care of members’ interests in bankruptcies 
at home or abroad and mainly conduct an 
information bureau, where the members ot 
the trade can get every information the) 
want about customers, trade in foreign 
countries, etc. The number of members is 
now 621; the information bureau answered 
3,673 inquiries, last year, against 3,496 in 
the previous year, of which 2,074 wer 
about home and 1,499 about foreign places 
Most of the inquiries about foreign towns 
were made up as follows: Paris, 180; Lon 
don, 108; Brussels, 59; Odessa, 59, and 
Buenos Ayres, 14. One member sent not 
less than 133 inquiries to the bureau, others 
from 30 to 110. The addresses of and in- 
formation about 11,507 jewelry houses all 
over the world are registered at the asso 
ciation’s office; 136 bankruptcies came 
under its treatment, with liabilities to the 
amount of a little over 500,000 marks. The 
average dividend obtained from these bank 
ruptcy cases was 16% per cent. only, half 
that of the previous year, because several 
cases in Roumania and elsewhere gave no 
dividend at all. The deeds of arrangement 
furnished an average dividend of 542 marks; 
a total amount of 408,910 marks was paid 
out to the members in 2,896 instalments. 
During the seven years of its existence the 
association had under its treatment about 
5,000,000 marks for dubious claims. 
lhe association has recently come to an 
understanding with the French manufactur- 
ing jewelers with respect to the price of 
gold. An agreement has been signed that 
18 karat gold will be sold by both the 
French and German manufacturers at the 
same price to their respective customers in 
France as well as in foreign countries, and 
the association has now appointed a spe- 
cial representative in Paris.

SUBJECT: 
“How to Start and Stock a Jewelry Business with $3,000 Capital.” 


HE investment of money is a subject in 
which we are all interested, either be- 
cause of some present enterprise or future 
hopes. Money is invested in numerous 
schemes promising fabulous returns, which 
are never realized. All such investments it 
is well to let alone. 
Money invested in a jewelry business by 
a man theoretically and practically equipped 
for conducting the same can but rarely 
prove to be anything but a first class in- 
vestment. If my theory is good how, then, 
do we account for the countless failures in 
our business? In this day we run to spe 
cialties and the man who is a good watch- 
maker is not necessarily a good business 
man, so that a man who does not have great 
interest in the business end of the concern 
had better not buy stock and expect to get 
rich 
Great care has to be exercised in select 
ing the class of goods and the individual 
goods themselves, as we may tie up large 
sums of in unproductive articles. 
lo the beginner, then, I would say: Of 
$3,000 capital, put $500 in the bank for fu-

The misapprehension is in sup- 
posing that the plus lens imposed for pres- 
byopia adds to or increases the amplitude 
of accommodation. This is not so. A lens

It neither increases nor 
decreases the amplitude of accommodation.

The near point and 
far point must be given. An eye may have 
a range of from 13 in. to infinity, having an 
amplitude of 3D. This range covers mil- 
lions of miles. But an eye having a range 
of from 8 in. to 40 in. has a greater range, 
ilthough the lineal distance is but 32 in. 

The eye in the question has, with its dis- 
tance correction, a range of from 10 in. to 
infinity. In dioptrics a space of 32 in. may 
mean a range of 10D. or any other number. 
If the far point is 36 in. and the near point 
is 4 in., the range covers a lineal space of 
32 in., but that space represents nearly 10D. 
of accommodation. What 32 in. amounts 
to dioptrically depends upon where it is 
located. 

Many of the contestants beside Mr. Todd 
obtained correct answers to the first set of 
questions. These answers we shall hold 
in reserve. It was surprising how many 
obtained something besides +3D. for the 
reading glass. These mistakes will, how- 
ever, be considered as private property and 
only correct solutions will be published, un- 
less the fairness of the decision is ques- 
tioned in any given case. We shall preserve 


all answers sent in to avoid any misunder- 


al 


objections to our publishing a correct set 
of answers by them. 


MR. TODD’S ANSWERS. 


1. With a + 3D. lens, the artificial far point of 
an emmetropic eye would be at 13 inches, and as 
the eye in question requires a + 5D. the differ- 
ence, which is 2D., must be hyperopia; conse- 
quently a + 2D. lens would be the proper cor- 
rection for infinity. 

2. As it requires a 2D. lens to overcome the 
hyperopia and 2D. more to focus at 20 inches, 
the total amplitude of accommodation would be 
2. + 2. = 4D. 

By using one-half the amplitude to overcome the 
hyperopia, and adding the + 3D. lens, which is 
necessary for the emmetropic eye at 13 inches, 
we still have 2D. of accommodation left for com- 
fortable use. Consequently a + 3D. would be the 
lens required. 

3. As this eye must use 2D. of its accommoda 
tion to rocus at 13 inches with a + 3D. lens 
before it, by relaxing the accommodation, it would 
focus 2D. farther away, or at 1D. or 40 inches, 
which would be the far point and as the near 
point would be the far point + the amplitude, it 
would be 1D 4D. 5D. or eight inches, 
the answer would be: near point eight inches, far 
point 40 inches, range 32 inches.

Ophthalmia Declared to be a Contagious 
Disease. 


HE New York Board of Health has de 
clared ophthalmia, both acute and 
chronic, to be a contagious disease. Under 
this decision physicians will be required to 
report promptly to the Department of 
Health all cases of the disease that they may 
find. The Board of Education will also be 
asked to lend its aid toward stamping the 
disease out of the public schools, where it 
is now prevalent. If necessary the Bureau 
of Contagious Disease will keep the af- 
flicted pupils out of school until they are 
cured. 
The action of the Board of Health was 
the result of recent investigation made 
in some of the public schools by members

In a recent investigation in Public 
School No. 1, 201 cases of communicable

How to Tell the Truth to Customers. 


From an address by L. C. Lawatt, Richmond, 
Ind., to the Indiana Optical Society,

ANY persons come to the optician with 
the impression that they will have to 
go through an ordeal that will severely try 
their patience as well as pain their eyes. A 
few friendly remarks and assurances that a 
fixed but calm viewing of the test chart will 
not cause any unpleasantness to their eyes, 
will soothe many nervous, restless and ir- 
ritable persons and put them in a better 
condition to proceed with the trial case test 
Similar suggestions, in bounds of truth, 
are helpful in making the ophthalmoscopic

When the American Lathe was shown to the world it was a wonder of startling proportions, for the jump with one bound 





from the Bottom’s Lathe (of wax memory) to a comparatively large hollow spindle with chucks that would hold anything, 
and withal hold it as true and accurately as did the old wax chuck, was indeed a consummation devoutly to be wished for, but 
nevertheless only dreamed of as a remote and unattainable blessing.

How to Replace a Broken Pivot. 


(Continued from May 21.) 

N OW that the most necessary tools for 

ordinary measurements have been 

explained we can proceed to take measure- 
ments of our staff. 

lo measure the length of a staff or a 
pinion whose pivots run against end stones 
we first have to remove the latter and then 
adjust the lips @ a’ of the Boley gauge 
(Fig. 6) upon the hole jewels. Do not 
press them too much together, because 
some bridges are liable to bend and the 
measurement in this case would be too 
short. 

It is usually not possible to remove the 
gauge without sliding the vernier back, be- 
cause the respective hole jewels are gener- 
ally sunk a little lower than the level of 
the bridges, plates or potenes, especially in 
American watches. Therefore the vernier 
must be slidden back, but, of course, before 
doing this we read the length from the rule 
and write it down upon the bench paper, 
adding, at the same time, about half the 
thickness of a pivot, or less, for oil space be- 
tween the cap and hole jewel,.as we know 
that the cap jewel is not allowed to touch 
the hole jewel. It is needless to say that 
the vernier can be set back any time at the 
correct stand without having to measure 
the height a second time; there is nothing 
difficult in it; a shoemaker knows how to 
do it with his wooden foot measure, which. 
in the rough, has some analogy with our 
measuring tool. 

We have the measure of the full staff 
written down, but this measure will not 
be very useful if we have no other, be- 
cause in order to use it we would have to 
remove the staff from the chuck when we 
are turning in the pivot, which, of course, 
must be prevented. We wish to have the 
staff nicely centered and we will not re- 
move it before it is entirely finished. 

Therefore, we will take another measure 
and as we are supposed to turn in the upper 
pivot of a balance staff and leave. the bal- 
ance on the old staff, the most convenient 
height is that from the arm of the balance 
to the end of the pivot. 

To obtain that measure we proceed as 
follows: Suppose the full length of the staff 
should be 5.4 m.m., and that of the broken 
staff 4.6 m.m., which makes a difference 
from the broken pivot of 0.8 m.m. Now we

measure with the nose c of the gauge (Fig. 
6) the distance from the balance arm to 
the end of the broken pivot; if it be, for 
instance, 2.1 m.m., we add to it the differ- 
ence between the length of the broken staff 
and that of the new staff, which, as we have 
seen before, was 0.8 m.m.; consequently 
we set our vernier to 2.9 m.m., which can 


then be easily measured with the end parts 
d and c of the gauge, even when the staff 
is in the chuck.

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ures have been taken the staff can be ad- 
justed into a suitable chuck. Many watch- 
makers use for that purpose a wire chuck 
and some are satisfied that they can center 
a staff good enough for such jobs by such 
means. They are even sure that it runs 
true and will feel offended if not believed. 
It does no good to lose time in trying 
to make such men change their opinions 
and therefore they should not be disturbed, 
as every person is not made of wood from 
which artists might be cut. 

A better plan to adjust a staff in a chuck 
is to use a cement chuck, which is weil 
known to all watchmakers who have Ameri- 
can lathes, but by some is never used be- 
cause they think it takes too much time to 
center a staff in such a chuck. This is a 
mistake, for a staff can be more quickly and 
more correctly centered in a cement chuck 
than can be done in any wire chuck, the 
latter being, sometimes, not true and when 


the hold on the arbor is a little pronouncedly 


tapering it increases the difficulties of cen 
tering. 

For those not well acquainted with the 
cement chuck, an illustration of the cen- 
tering of a staff is given in Fig. 8. The 
brass cement chuck, partly in section, so as 
to show its features, is represented by b. 
A hollow, having the general form 
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of a cone, is turned in it and carefully fin- 
ished to a point in order not to leave a teat, 
which would prevent the staff from being 
centered true, 

The cement, which is generally sealing 
wax or shellac, is represented by a. The 
brass chuck is heated and the cement put 
to it, but not too great a quantity, because 
a great bulk of cement needs more heating 
and by its slow cooling off and unequal 
contraction would make the centering more 
difficult. 
hollow of the chuck until it rests in the 
bottom point of the cone. The staff and 
balance have been purposely designed, i 
a somewhat enlarged size, so as to give a 
better understanding of the operation. 

When heating the cement chuck 
the lathe is put into a moderate motion 
and the cement and balance staff cen- 
tered in the rough, with the fingers. 
The pegwood ¢ is taken last, to ob- 
tain a perfect centering when the 
cement is still plastic and the alcohol 
lamp removed. This sharp pegwood 
is used in the manner shown in the 
illustration. (Fig. 8.) Never heat 
the chuck more than is necessary and 
remove the lamp as soon as the ce- 
ment is soft. As can be understood, 
this heating will not cause any harm to the 
lathe. 

The centering of a staff after this method 
may appear to be troublesome; it is, how- 
ever, not so, and if one makes a few trials, 
he will be convinced that it can be done 
quicker and better in a cement chuck than 
in a wire chuck. It is recommended to 
have at least two or three chucks of differ- 
ent proportions for small and large staffs. 

When satisfied that the staff is adjusted 
true in the chuck, remove the T-rest and 
with the flat side of an oilstone slip make a 
smooth face on the shoulder of the broken 
pivot. We do not grind off more than is 
strictly necessary and proceed then to the 
centering of the hole to be drilled. 

Many watchmakers use for that purpose 
the tailstock spindle, provided with a steel 
center. If this attachment of the lathe is 
true a correct mark can be readily made 
staff. It need not be a_ hole; 
the slightest mark made with this steel 
center will be sufficient. Note well that the 
lathe must be in motion when the mark is to 
be made. The tailstock must be approached 
to the staff and fastened before using the 
steel center; then make a slight mark. 
After that remove the tailstock and make a 
more pronounced mark with a sharp grav- 
er, so as to give a firmer stand for the drill 
and to prevent it from sliding out of center.

tions. It is asserted by manufacturers in 
the United States that the “American” ma- 
chinery used in Switzerland has been ren 
dered obsolete here by the advance of in 
vention; that its adoption there is a most 
substantial recognition of the superiority of 
machine made watches. It is also asserted 
that while the Swiss watch trade fell off a 
few years ago this loss has been partly 
recovered by the adoption of these Ameri- 
can machines and American methods. 

The earliest watches made in Europe 
took a year, is said, in their making, 
cost the equivalent of $1,500 apiece, and 
varied in their timekeeping from 40 minutes 
to an hour a day. At a Waltham, Mass., 
factory nearly 600,000 watch movements 
were made during the census year 1900, 
or nearly 2,000 complete movements for 
each working day—not quite one a day for 
each emplove—more than any other factory 
in the world and a greater yearly produc 
tion than any other country except Swit- 
zerland. The effort is now being made to 
raise this production to one a day an em 
ploye, which would be a total of 3,000 a 
day, or over 900,000 a year. The cost of 
these movements varies from $3 to $75, ani 
their timekeeping quality is best shown by 
the fact that the three American watches 
which received the highest award for ac- 
curacy of rate at the Centennial Exposition 
at Philadelphia, in 1876, showed an average 
daily variation of only 23 hundredths of a 
second. 

The unanswerable arguments showing the 
superiority of machine made watches are 
now widely known and admitted, but they 
were made only a few years ago with most 
disheartening results. Almost everybody 
preferred a hand made watch, notwithstand 
ing its greater cost, when of any worth as 
a timepiece, and the lack of interchangable 
parts with which it could be cheaply re- 
paired, on the theory that hand work was 
more accurate; but now conditions are re- 
versed and an American machine made 
watch is preferred by the greater number 
of persons who desire accuracy and dura 
bility at a reasonable price. 

An inventor puts the argument briefly 
thus: “If one of the qualities demanded in 
any certain kind of work be the highest at- 
tainable degree of uniformity, it will be 
readily admitted that the individual work- 
man, with the certainty of constantly re- 
curring periods of fatigue. which make im- 
perative corresponding periods of rest, is 
at a great disadvantage when in competi- 
tion with an impersonal and tireless ma- 
chine which is producing work of a like

New Clapper Suspension. 


NEW arrangement for suspending the 
clapper of clocks, regulators, etc., 
has been patented by Henry Picard & Bros., 
of Chaux-de-Fonds, Switzerland. Hitherto 
such suspensions have been made of one 
piece, a long and difficult work, or else of 
parts so coarsely put together as to afford 
no guarantee of solidity or of good ap- 
pearance. 
The new method consists in cutting a 
small rectangular opening in the plate. The 
rod is cleft to an extent corresponding to

the opening and the thickness of the plate. 
When the two pieces are brought together, 
it is sufficient to close the passage of the 
rod in order to have a connection well ex- 
ecuted and sufficiently strong for correct 
use. It is applicable to all varieties of form 
and size. 

For very elaborate clocks it is probable 
that the suspension formed of a single piece 
will be retained—Translated from the 
Revue Internationale de l’Horlogerie.

It 
compact mahogany box, 5-in. high, 4

Inside the box is clockwork, which caus: 
a series of ebony panels to revolve. Each 
is studded on both sides by a horizontal row 
of bright circular mirrors, the size of a 
shilling and maintains a velocity of one 
revolution a second. To induce sleep by 
aid of this mechanism the room is dark- 
ened and bright rays of light from a lamp 
or gas jet are reflected from the mirrors 
rhe patient, by concentrating his gaze upon 
the revolving panels, soon becomes fascin 
ated by the vibrating glitter. The monot 
ony of the stimulus soon fatigues the eyes, 
which unconsciously close in sleep. 





Boston & Albany R. R. System of Time 
Inspection. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 6.—General 
Manager Barnes, of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, has issued a circular notifying em- 
ployes of the system of watch inspection 
that is to be in force hereafter. Frank 
Hammond, of Buffalo, N. Y., is to be super- 
intendent of time service for the whole New 
York Central system, of which the Boston 
& Albany Railroad is now a part. On the 
Boston & Albany line there will be five 
local inspectors: Charles T. Jenkins, of 
Boston; R. A. Lohnes, of Worcester; E 
A. Whipple, of this city; Herbert M. Stil- 
son, of Pittsfield, and Otto H. Fasoldt, of 
Albany. Conductors and enginemen are 
instructed to have their watches inspected 
at least once in six months and a certificate 
issued as to the condition of the same. 

Employes must apply on July 1 and every 
six months thereafter to the assistant sup- 
erintendent in charge of the division for 
an order for inspection, which must be pre- 
sented to the watch inspector with each 
watch. In case the watch fails to reach 
the proper standard it will be ordered re- 
jected and replaced by a proper one. When 
watches are in need of cleaning or repair- 
ing they may be taken to a local inspector 
or to any jeweler the employe may desire 
to employ, with the understanding that dur- 
ing the interval he shall be supplied with 
a reliable watch.

[Answers are solicited from our readers to the questions published weekly on this page.) 


Question No. H41.—Artificial Marble.— 
/ intend to make marble clock cases of 
stucco, which is an imitation or artificial 
marble. Do you think such material to be 
suited for clock cases? C.H. W. 

ANSWER :—We do not think such material 
is useful for clocks, although it becomes 
very hard, when properly calcined; it is too 
porous to admit the polishing of it as of 
marble. An extract from a report of J. C. 
Freeman, Consul of the United States in 
Denmark, which may interest you and 
other readers was published on page 76, in 
our issue of June 4. 

QueEstTION No. 142.—Balance Washers.— 
Would you recommend the shortening of a 
Breguet hairspring when the watch runs 
fast, or is it better to put washers under 
the screw heads? x &. 

ANSWER :—If the difference be only one 
of a few minutes, it is much better to put 
washers under the screw heads; that is, 
under two opposite screws of the balance. 
Should the difference in time be as great as 
15 minutes a day then there must exist 
some other reason which, probably, should 
be remedied by other means than the appli- 
cation of washers. Examine carefully to see 
if the balance is in poise and if it runs true. 
Count, to learn if each arm has the same 
number of screws. See if the hairspring is 
free, if it is tight enough upon the balance 
or fastened in the bridge; if the balance is 
free in all directions, if the balance staff 
pivots have the same play on both sides, 
if there be enough endshake, if the roller pin 
is loose, if a too strong mainspring has been 
put in the barrel, etc. 

Question No. 143.—Repairing the 
Square of a Barrel Arbor.—/s there a 
method to strengthen the winding square 
of a key-winder, when it has become round 
from wear? The square is so thin that it will 
ruin a new key in a few days. L.S. W. 

ANSWER :—The best remedy is to make a 
new arbor, but if the work is not worth the 
candle, you can make the square thicker by 
pushing tightly a fitting steel cannon of a 
key upon the arbor. Then solder and file a 
new square. 

Question No. 144.—How to Clean Cut 
Glass.—/ sell a great many cut glass arti- 
cles, which take dust easily. What is a 
gcod method to clean them? Cc, #. 

ANSWER:—The following suggestions 
may help you: Cut glass should have the 
greatest possible care in handling. A wooden 
tub should be used for washing and the 
water in which it is cleaned should never 
be too warm for the hands. The. deeper 
the cutting the more liable it is to be broken. 
Cut glass should never be left upon stone 
or marble and in rinsing the water should be 
of nearly the same temperature as that used 
for the washing. It should always be 
drained on a soft towel or cloth. Decanters 
and water bottles often get discolored, but 
a soft cloth guided by a wire will generally 
remove the sediment. When this is obsti- 
nate, bits of paper with shot and strong 





soapsuds will do the work. Beans are 
sometimes used instead of shot. Glass that 
is ornamented with gold should be washed 
with castile or a good white soap—that is, a 
suds—and should be wiped as dry as possi- 
ble. All the fine glass should be kept in a 
closed cabinet and handled very little. A 
damp place is not advisable for glass, espe- 
cially that with gold decorations. 

Question No. 145.—Nickel Polish.— 
How can I brighten up a nickel trimmed 
show case, of which the nickel has become 
very much dulled? I have tried many 
things, but they have all failed. 

S. M. N. 

ANSWER :—Polishing of nickel is done 
much in the same manner as of brass. Wash 
the trimmings with water and rub with 
powdered chalk on a piece of cloth. Fresh 
dry lime is also used to polish nickel. This 
lime is selected from the kilns by persons 
who know the requirements of the trade. It 
is kept in jars or tin chests, carefully cov- 
ered, to preserve it from contact with the 
air. When required for use a lump is 
scraped to remove coarse impurities from 
the surface, after which it is broken in small 
pieces and these are pulverized in an iron 
mortar. The powder is next passed through 
a fine hair sieve or muslin, when it is ready 
for use. Only sufficient lime is thus pre- 
pared for immediate working, as it loses 
its cutting properties by exposure to the air. 
The lime is applied with a little oil with a 
woolly cloth or rag. After this preliminary 
polishing the nickel articles are finished 
with dry lime on pieces of unbleached cali- 
co. The treatment of the show case trim- 
mings with dry chalk or lime, after they 
have been washed, will give, we think, the 
desired result. 

QuvuestTign No. 146.—Adjusting Escape- 
ment.—Kindly give me the name of the 
best book you know of on adjusting the 
escapement. S. M,N. 

ANSWER :—We can recommend “Practical 
Course in Adjusting,” by Theo. Gribi; price

Question No. 147.—How to Straighten 
a Bent Cylinder.—/s it possible to straight- 
en a bent cylinder and can it be used 
again? Ca¥. 

ANswer:—Yes. This can be done as fol- 
lows: Remove from the cylinder the brass 
collet and the plugs. Then put the cylinder 
upon a round, polished steel broach, hard- 
en and anneal it. Only heating the cylinder 
will not be sufficient to keep it straight. 
Of course, after hardening it must be re- 
polished inside and outside. Then the plugs 
and collet can be remounted. There are 
people who claim that such work can be 
done with less cost and trouble than to 
turn in a new cylinder, but others do not 
share that opinion and prefer to turn in a 
new one. 

Question No. 148.—How to Remove 
Joint Pin—/ would like to know the best 
way to take out the hinges of an O size 
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case or any other case. I have trou te 
take them out as they will flatten and ; 
a botch sob. A. E. 

ANSWER:—In the first place, you 
always remember from what side the 
pins are put in. Then, if it be necessa; 
remove them, it must be done from th 
verse side. Thus a pin is always put int 
joint when holding the case with the bh 
and crown in the left hand, then with : 
right hand the pin is entered from the si 
nearest to the worker. Consequently if 
be desired to remove that pin, it must 
pushed from the opposite side. A suital 
sawing needle from which the point and t 
head have been broken off and both sid 
flattened is a good tool to remove su 
pins. Sometimes a pin is very tight 
the joint and will not readily come out. In 
this case, put oil on it and heat the joint 
Then take the needle and use it as a driver; 
a few blows with a hammer will remove it 
easily. Do not take a needle that is too 
thick; it would spoil the joint. 

Question No. 149.—Stopping of Gold 
Watches in Tropical Climates.—lVhy is i! 
that in the tropical climate of South Af 
rica a watch movement, when in a gold 
case, will stop, and when in a silver case 
will run and keep good time? What has 
the climate to do with it? A. E. B 

ANSWER :—We never heard such a story 
The only reason we can attribute to this 
happening is that the movement probably 
did not fit well in the gold case. If gold 
cases impaired in any way the good time- 
keeping qualities of a watch in tropical cli 
mates, there would certainly not be so 
many sold in South America and other 
tropical countries, where silver watches are 
hardly in demand. 








Soldering by Means of the Sun's Rays. 


HE above caption sounds like a joke, 
but it is meant in earnest. The in 
ventor of this method, a watchmaker of 
Luxemburg, writes as follows regarding 1 
“The fact that it is sometimes necessary to 
do soldering in the house of the customer, 
but that it is not practicable to always 
carry along a soldering outfit, has led me 
to try the use of a burning glass for the 
purpose. The experiment has been entirely 
successful. The process is adapted for sol 
dering little springs to the base, in repeat- 
ing watches, because the spring remains per- 
fectly hard, or for many soldering jobs on 
jewelry with pearls which would be quickly 
damaged by fire, while with the burning 
glass only a very small surface is heated, 
the pearl hardly becoming warm. 

“Only a very easily fusible soft solder 
can, of course, be employed for this pur 
pose. I compose it of 1 part pure tin, | 
part lead and 2 parts bismuth. As soldering 
acid I employ a mixture of 1 part of hydro 
chloric acid in which zinc is dissolved to 
saturation in the usual manner, 1 part of 
phosphoric acid and 1 part of spirit of wine 

“The soldering done with this medium is 
just as durable as that accomplished with 
wdinary tin solder; but, strange to say, it 
can be dissolved again in boiling water. Th« 
only disadvantage is that sunshine is not 
always at hand. I am still conducting fur 
ther experiments; perhaps these lines wil 
have the effect of inducing others to try thi: 
method.”
